The executive committee of thu 
party, India's most powerful poli- 
tical organization, was expected to 
deliver tonight its detailed rejec- 
tion of a British offer of post- 
war dominion status in return for 
full war participation now under 
British guidance. 
But It was understood that the 
committee also was drafting coun- 
ter-proposals to be submitted to 
Cripps if the British war cab- 
inet members so desires. 
By postponing his departure for 


home in the midst of the evident 
stalemate over Britain's take-it- 
or-leave-it offer, Cripps seemed to 
have left the door ajar for nego- 
tiation on counter-proposals. 


Before he did this and before 
It became known that the Coir 
gross party committee was draft- 
Ing a counter-plan, virtually all 
hope for the success of the Cripps 
mission had vanished.

WASHINGTON, April

Senator O'Mahoney (D-Wyo.) eon- 
tended today that carttl 
agree- 


ments it had with the German 
Dye Trust had caused the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. (New Jersey) to be 
"bound by two loyalties," but a 
company official disputed the con- 
tention. 


These relations, protested Vico 


President F. A. Howard of 
the 
company, did not produce any 
"conflict of loyalty with the United 
State*." 


Howard was en 
the 
witness 
•land of the senate defense In- 
vestigating committee when the 
discussion arose. 


O'Mahoney read a letter writ- 


ten by the manager of the Stand- 
ard Oil Development company on 
January 20, 1941, saying that un- 
der 1939 agreements with I. O. 
Farbcn It would be necessary to 
refer Japanese and South Ameri- 
can synthetic rubber customers to 
the oGerman concern. 


Howard said this was due to the 
"simple fact that we did not own 
the patents In the countries in 
question, and I. G. did own them." 


Standard, he said, could have 


been sued by I. G. Farben if It 
attempted to sell products covered 
by the patents in South America. 


O'Mahinoy declared that the 1933 


agreement, which he described as 
n. "moduc vivendl" for operations 
during the war, required Standard 
\o have one policy In the United 
States and another In SouthAmon 
caalthough 
"South 
America is 


bound to the United States by the 
closest tics" in this war. 


"Your difficulty," he told How- 


ard, "proceeds from that fact that 
you are bound by two loyalties. 
First you are bound by your loyal- 
ty to I. G. Farben and secondly you 
are bound by loyalty to the United 
States and its policies. I have no 
doubt of your choosing the sec- 
ond but It Illustrates the difficul- 
ties." 


Disagreeing, Howard said O'Ma- 
honey was saying that because 
Standard 
bought patents In one 


country and not in another It was 
creating a double loyalty. 


The Wyoming Sentaor also re- 


ferred to a cablegram, read into the 
record earller( from a Standard 
representative 
at 
Yokohama in 


1939, suggesting that arrangements 
be made with Japanese partners 
who wluld be Influential in help- 
Ing Standard, 
following "any In- 


terruptions of trade." 


W. S. Parish, Standard president 


Interjected that this proposal was 
turnde down. 


O'Mahoney observed that never- 


theless the cablegram showed "the 
difficulty a company faces when 
dealing with the primary Interests 
of the country to which It owes 
its loyalty." 


"Every company engaged in in- 


ternational trade," Farlsh replied,

Foster was born In Pembroke, 
Christian County, Ky., Nov. 29, 
1870, and was brought to Hunts- 
ville, Texas, when he was three 
years old. 


At 12 h« was a printer's devil 
and at 22, after graduating from 
the Sam Houston Normal Institute 
at Huntsville, and attending the 
University of Texan for a year, he 
became printer-reporter 
for 
tho 


Huntsvillo Item. He also 
corre- 


sponded for the Houston Post. 
Foster's work attracted attention 
and the Post hired him to Its regu- 
lar staff when he was 25. Three 
years later, he was the 
paper's 


managing editor, the youngest man 
In the nation to hold such a post 
on an Important newspaper. 
Founded Houston Chronicle. 


When the oil boom struck Texas 


with the opening 
of Splndlotop 


field, Foster made a few thousand 
dollars in oil speculation, He used 
this money to found the Houston 
Chronicle whose first issue appear- 
ed on Oct. 14, 1901. 


For more than twenty-five years 


he doubled as writer and business 
executive of the Chronicle; then in 
1926, he sold it and moved to Cal- 
ifornia, only to return as editor of 
the Houston Press. 


Under the Nom De Plume 
of 


Mefo, Foster conducted a daily first 
page column in the Press entitled 
"Why," In which he discussed an 
endless variety of subjects. 


In 3938 he assumed the position 


of Editor Emeritus, maintaining his 
column, but in March, 1941, ho re- 
tired. 


Foster was s. past president of 
the Southern Newspaper Publishers 
Association.

He Interrupted his conversation 
frequently to watch fighter planes 
dive at plane-towed targets high 
over Wheolor Field. 


"We were flying along In pretty 


heavy weather," Lieut. Edmundson 
related. "All of a sudden I hap- 
pened to .see the periscope just 
breaking the water. 
And within 


forty-five seconds my crew had 
flashed word to our base, the bomb 
doors were opened, the bomb sights 
adjusted, and we had dropped two 
bombs right at the stern of the sub- 
marine." 


Crew At Stations. 
"Every member of tho crew wasu 


at his station," the lieutenant con^ 
tlnued. "The bombardier and the 
navigator must have had every- ' 
thing plotted—speed, altitude, wind ' 
and drift. 
There wasn't a sec-1 
end's delay. 
If there had been,\ 


we would never have got him, be- . 
cause he would have sighted ua 
first. 


"The decks were barely awash 
when the first two bombs were 
dropped.

gunner told me some big metal 
pieces flew up astern when they 
hit.
